Harrisburg, Jan. 16—The annual re­ 
port of the Federal Board of Vocation­ 
al Education, made public here Satur. 
day of State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Finegan, shows that Penn­ 
sylvania leads all other States in the 
number of vocational schools receiving 
Federal aid, in the number of pupils 
enrolled, the number of agriculture 
schools and their enrollment, the num­ 
ber of trade and industrial schools and 
tome economic schools. 
Pennsylvania also has the largest 
enrollment 
in 
continuation schools, 
39,029 pupils, while New York has 
30,124 and Illinois 11,294 pupils. 
Of 
vocational schools receiving Federal 
aid, Pennsylvania has 406, New York 
197, and Texas 175. The leading en-

W e speak fam iliarly of billions as 
a commonplace, but most of us live 
our lives in term s of hundreds. 
I have shown you th a t every one 
of us, man, woman and child, in this 
country, paid last y ear $53.77 each 
tow ard th e support of the government. 
Of course, every person does not pay 
exactly $58.77. 
A great m any pay 
m ore and some pay less; but those 
who pay the most try to tak e it out

Some pay more than their 
share, others pay less. 
Tills is culled 
an Incident of taxation.

ami th e re is int present prospect of our 
paying less for some years. 
In this way we June ail paid our 
share in tim World w ar.

of th a t enterprise to d ate has been 
*24,100/100,(HJO, or, including o u t leans 
to foreign governm ents, which have 
not been repaid, $83,455,000,000. These 
are official treasu ry figures. 
Do not 
let your eyes run over them lightly. 
T hirty-three billion four hundred and 
fifty-five million <b*ilars is an utmost 
incom prehensible sum. 
T he cost of 
running 
the national 
governm ent is 
now around $5,000,000.000 a year. The 
experts say ta u t for the next two or 
three years the cost of the governm ent 
will not descend lie!ow about $4,000,- 
000,000 a y«ar.
